Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  biennial  report  for  the  years 
ended  June  30,  1925,  and  June  30,  1926,  as  required  by  Section  134, 
Revised  Codes  of  1921. 

In  addition  to  the  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  given  in 
the  report,  I  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  recom- 
mendations: 


OIL  INSPECTION:  Our  present  oil  inspection  law  originated  in 
Chapter  203,  laws  of  1919  and  is  still  in  effect,  although  unenforceable 
by  reason  of  the  lack  of  appropriation. 

In  the  first  bulletin  of  the  State  Chemist,  the  laboratory  recoi'ds 
indicate  that  there  were  large  quantities  of  gasoline  offered  for  sale  in 
Montana  during  1919  and  early  1920,  which  were  classed  as  low  grade 
gasoline,  unsatisfactory  to  the  consumer,  and  all  dealers  handling  this 
quality  of  gasoline  were  ordered  to  discontinue  its  sale.  In  December, 
1920,  only  44%  of  the  samples  complied  with  the  Montana  standard  and 
only  3.7%  of  these  samples  would  pass  under  the  Federal  standard.  In 
1925,  practically  100%  per  cent  of  the  samples  of  gasoline  and  oil 
satisfied  the  requirements  of  both  State  and  Federal  regulations. 

Since  July  1st,  1925,  there  has  been  a  very  noticeable  decline  in  the 
quality  of  gasoline  furnished  to  consumers,  because  of  dealers  buying 
poor  grade  gasoline  from  other  states,  and  I  respectfully  urge  the  re- 
establishment  of  this  Department  for  the  protection  of  the  car  owners 
of  the  State. 

We  also  find  that  a  very  poor  grade  of  lubricating  oil  is  being  sold 
by  a  few  irresponsible  dealers,  and  unless  something  is  done  to  correct 
this  despicable  business  method  of  substituting  cheap  lubricating  oil,  a 
large  percentage  of  automobiles  will  be  ruined  in  a  short  period  of  time. 
We  consider  this  mattei*  most  serious  indeed  and  drastic  action  should 
be  taken  to  eliminate  such  dealers  and  protect  the  motor  owner. 

TAX  ON  GASOLINE:  Now  that  a  tax  of  3c  per  gallon  on  gasoline 
for  the  purpose  of  building  good  roads  in  Montana  is  in  effect,  I  suggest 
that  a  tax  of  3c  per  gallon  be  also  placed  upon  kerosene,  because  trucks 
and  tractors  use  the  roads  very  extensively  and  in  fact  do  more  damage 
than  the  smaller  vehicles.  We  also  recommend  a  tax  of  5c  per  gallon 
upon  motor  lubricating  oil.  Both  of  the  above  funds  should  also  go  into 
the  good  roads  fund. 

GASOLINE  SERVICE  STATIONS:  All  gasoline  service  stations 
should  be  licensed  and  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Auditor,  or 
the  officer  handling  these  accounts,  to  see  that  every  service  station  is 
properly  registered  and  that  a  license,  issued  by  the  State,  should  be 
prominently  displayed  in  each  place  of  business  before  such  station  is 
permitted  to  operate.  A  fee  of  $5.00  should  be  charged  and  this  fund 
should  also  go  into  the  good  road  fund.  By  having  these  service  stations 
registered,  the  State  will  have  an  absolute  check  upon  every  person  dis- 
pensing gasoline,  kerosene  or  motor  oils,  and  the  collection  of  not  only 
gasoline  but  other  taxes  could  be  easily  made  through  such  distributor. 

AUTOMOBILE  MECHANICS:  In  the  Biennial  Report  of  this  De- 
partment for  the  years  1919-1920,  the  following  recommendation  was 
made : 

"A  law  requiring  the  examination  and  licensing  of  automobile 
mechanics  should  be  enacted  for  the  protection  of  owners  against  in- 
experienced workmen  who  are  not  competent  to  act  as  mechanics; 
the  examinations  could  be  made  at  Bozeman  by  the  College  faculty 
without  any  extra  expense  to  the  State." 


CORPORATION  LAWS:  Sections  5916  and  5918-29  as  amended 
provide  two  methods  for  continuing  corporate  existence.  There  seems 
to  be  a  conflict  in  the  procedure  necessary  for  the  continuance  of  cor- 
porate existence  and  we  recommend  that  one  of  these  laws  be  repealed, 
in  order  that  the  matter  may  be  fully  understood,  not  only  by  the 
Attorney-General's  office  but  by  other  attorneys  in  the  State. 

In  sections  5918  and  5993,  we  find  that  two  methods  of  procedure 
are  provided  for  the  assessment  of  capital  stock  of  corporations.  The 
Attorney-General  indicates  that  both  of  these  laws  are  in  effect.  We 
feel  that  one  of  them  should  be  repealed. 

FOREIGN  CORPORATIONS:  Foreign  corporations  transacting 
business  in  this  State  are  very  negligent  about  filing  their  annual  state- 
ments. Many  of  them  are  from  one  month  to  five  years  late  in  doing  so. 
Others  pay  no  attention  to  the  notices  mailed  from  this  office,  and  while 
Chapter  95  Laws  of  1925  declares  a  forfeiture  of  the  right  to  do  busi- 
ness, yet  no  method  is  provided  whereby  this  law  may  be  enforced.  We 
suggest  that  the  law  be  strengthened  in  such  a  way  that  the  State's 
machinery  may  be  brought  to  bear  promptly  on  those  companies  not 
filing  within  the  specified  time. 

Foreign  corporations  are  permitted  to  enter  the  State,  having  capital 
stock  of  "no  par  value,"  while  under  the  statute  covering  chartering  of 
Montana  or  domestic  corporations,  these  corporations  are  required  to 
specify  a  par  value.  In  this  respect,  the  domestic  corporation  is  being 
discriminated  against  as  compared  with  foreign  corporations,  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  Article  15,  Section  11  of  the  Constitution. 

DOMESTIC  CORPORATIONS:  Under  Section  6003,  R.  C.  1921, 
domestic  corporations  are  required  to  file  an  annual  statement  with  the 
County  Clerk  and  Recorder  in  the  County  in  which  their  principal  place 
of  business  is  located,  but  no  reports  are  required  to  be  filed  in  this 
office.  Hence  we  feel  that  a  central  office  should  have  a  complete 
record  for  the  benefit  of  the  interested  public  in  seeking  information 
concerning  the  existence  or  non-existence  of  such  domestic  corporation. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  a  copy  of  the  report  filed  with  the  County 
Clerk  and  Recorder  should  also  be  filed  with  this  office  by  domestic  cor- 
porations.    The  filing  fee  of  $1.00  should  be  charged. 

MONTANA  REPORTS:  Section  384,  R.  C.  1921,  limits  the  pur- 
chase of  Montana  reports  to  300  volumes.  The  same  section  requires  the 
distribution  of  284  volumes  leaving  only  sixteen  volumes  for  the  use  of 
the  Legislature,  for  the  exchanges  of  the  Law  Library  and  for  new 
counties  when  established.  We  suggest  that  the  quantity  purchased  be 
increased  to  325  volumes. 

PRIMARY  ELECTION  REVENUE  AND  COSTS:  We  have  com- 
piled some  interesting  figures  upon  election  revenue  and  costs  in  our 
State  and  submit  herewith  a  tabulation  which  we  are  satisfied  will  be 
most  interesting  to  yourself,  the  Legislature,  and  the  people  generally  of 
the  State.  These  figures  are  official  except  in  two  counties,  which  ire 
estimated.

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GENERAL  ELECTION  OF  NOVEMBER  2,  1926:  I  respectfully 
call  your  attention  to  the  insert  attached  to  this  report  showng  the 
cost  of  the  General  Election,  November  2nd,  1926.  This  report  shows 
in  detail,  from  most  of  the  counties,  the  specific  purposes  for  which  the 
money  was  spent,  and  I  am  sure  it  will  be  of  particular  interest  to  note 
the  difference  in  the  cost  per  vote  in  the  different  counties. 

In  the  Primary,  the  average  cost  for  each  vote  was  $1.40,  and  for 
the  General  Election  this  average  is  reduced  to  slightly  less  than  93c. 
This  cost  per  vote  is  based  upon  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for 
Representative  in  Congress,  and  the  total  amount  shown  as  general  elec- 
tion costs  ($142,253.25)  does  not  include  the  cost  of  printing  and  distri- 
bution of  the  initiative  and  referendum  pamphlets  and  the  publication  of 
Constitutional  amendment,  which  latter  items  total  $26,887.28.  With 
these  latter  costs  added,  the  total  cost  per  vote  is  $1.12.  You  will  also 
note  that  the  vote  cast  for  Representative  in  Congress  at  the  Primary 
totaled  93,589,  whereas  the  vote  counted  from  the  November  election  for 
the  same  office  totaled  153,452. 

Briefly  summarized,  the  General  Election  costs  are  as  follows:

You  will  notice  the  cost  of  printing  the  I.  and  R.  pamphlets;  alsc 
the  expense  of  publishing  the  one  Constitutional  amendment,  is  very  low 
as  compared  with  the  election  of  1924,  for  the  reason  that  the  laws  were 
very  short. 

In  1924,  the  State  paid  for  the  publication  of  three  Constitutional 
amendments  $42,981.21.  In  addition  to  this,  each  county  was  required  to 
publish  the  same  measui'e  for  three  weeks  immediately  preceding  the 
election,  which  increased  the  amount  something  over  $20,000  in  addition 
to  that  paid  by  the  State.  This  was  due  to  the  great  length  of  the  pro- 
posed amendments. 

The  cost  to  the  State  fund  of  printing  the  I.  and  R.  measures  in  1924, 
was  approximately  $6331.84.  In  addition  to  this  expense,  each  county 
being  charged  with  the  distribution  and  mailing  of  one  copy  of  each 
pamphlet  to  each  registered  voter  in  the  State,  the  additional  cost  was 
approximately  $3000  for  each  referendum  and  initiative  measure. 

It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  the  great  difference  in  the  cost  of  publi- 
cation and  printing  is  due  entirely  to  the  length  of  the  proposed  measure, 
as  for  instance  in  1924  the  Constitutional  amendments  averaged  over 
$650  for  each  newspaper,  while  in  1926  the  average  was  approximately 
$71.31. 


Under  the  Constitution,  this  Department  is  required  to  publish  pro- 
posed amendments  thereto,  in  each  county  for  three  months  prior  to  the 
General  Election,  this  costing  the  State  an  average  of  approximately 
$10,079.23  for  each  amendment.  In  addition  to  this  expense,  we  find  that 
under  Sections  537-8  of  the  Revised  Codes,  a  law  that  requires  the  County 
Clerk  and  Recorder  to  publish  the  same  amendment  for  a  period  of  three 
weeks  prior  to  the  election  in  each  county  in  the  State.  This  of  course 
means  a  duplication.  In  other  words,  the  newspaper  cai-rying  the  publi- 
cation ordered  by  the  State,  will  also  carry  in  its  columns  at  the  same 
time  the  same  amendment  ordered  by  the  County  Clerk.  We  therefore, 
recommend  that  Sections  537  and  538  be  repealed. 

PRESIDENTIAL  PRIMARY:  The  Presidential  Primary  law  having 
been  repealed  in  1924,  we  find  that  this  will  effect  a  saving  in  the 
election  expense  in  the  State  of  approximately  $125,000  every  four  years. 
We  felt  that  this  was  an  unnecessary  special  election  and  recommended 
the  repeal  of  this  law,  which  was  carried  in  1924.  It  is  expected  that 
the  Twentieth  Assembly  will  provide  machinery  for  the  purpose  of  se- 
lecting Presidential  Electors  and  delegates  to  the  National  Conventions, 
which  we  are  sure  can  be  done  at  little  or  no  expense  to  the  State.
